CHOKED TO DEATH 


Went Suddenly Mad and Had 
to Be Killed. 


WAS STRANGLED BY 200 MEN 


BODY GIVEN TO THE MUSEUM IN 
TOURS, FRANCE. 


Was Next in Size to Jumbo, Imported 
by Barnum Twenty Years Ago, 
and Before Had Always 
Born a Gentle Beast.

PARIS, June 14.—Another American ele- 

phant has made a sensation in France. 
Fritz, the largest beast since Jumbo, and 
always gentie before, suddenly ran amuck 
Thursday, as the Barnum & Bailey circus 
was about to move from Tours to Saumur. 
Fortunately he was chained to another 
very sedate pachyderm, which refused to 
participate in the intended onslaught. 

The keepers had te presence of mind to 
drive Fritz and his mage to the public park, 
at the same time yellipy to the people there 
to clear out. é 

Fritz tried several times to seize Carter, 
the chief elephant tender, then smacked his 
trunk at a passing cab horse's nose, the 
blow knocking the equine to its knees, 
whereupon the elephant shouldered the cab 
over. Two women who were inside were 
Slightly hurt. 

When the keepers closed on him with 
ropes and chains Fritz raised his trunk 
and trumpeted a defiant challenge. At the 
same time, in an effort to protect his rear, 


| he backed through the window of the prin- 


cipal jewelry shop on the main street. 
nce inside the park, Fritz was kept there 
by a cordon of cavairy, hastily summoned, 
firing in the air whenever he approached. 
The noise scared the brute considerably. 

At great risk three keepers, on promise 
of heavy reward, succeeded in passing a 
chain around each hind leg, and then made 
the animal fast to a tree. 

Fritz, realizing that he was a prisoner, 
grew more vicious, and his tremendous 
straining actually uprooted two trees. 

He was afterward fastened to 
ones, which resisted hig efforts. 

Manager Bailey concluded to sacrifice the 
elephant rather than run a daily risk of 
havoc among his audiences. A noose was 
thrown over the rts head, and 200 
show employes pulled together. Fritz 
shrieked horribly twice as the rope grad- 
ually tightened. He fell down in three 
minutes and passed into the jungles of the 
hereafter at exactly midnight.

BOOTY OF REYNOLDS GANG 


MONEY WAS TAKEN BY MEN DUR. 
ING THE CIVIL WAR. * 


Forest Fire Has Obliterated the Land 
Marks so That Those Who Knew 
the Place Are Unable to 

Locate It. , 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DENVER, Colo... June 4.—A hidden treas- 
ure of $60,000 lies buried beside a mountain 
creek {in Platte canon, not 2 miles from 
Denver. Its history, is known to all old- 
timers of Colorado and there are yet living 
men who knew its location within half a 
mile, yet no one has ever been able to un- 
earth it and it still remains in its original 
hiding place to enrich some Jucky pros- 
pector who happens to stumble upon it. 


The, story of this treasute is one of the 
bloodiest of frontier life and the men who 

lanted it for their future use have long 
een dead, but are not forgotten. The 
memory of the Re nojds gang of guerillas, 
who robbed and plundered without mercy 
in the Centennial state, when its ar ag to 
the Union had not been proved, will linger 
for many years in the ines of old resi- 
ag of Platte canon and their descend- 


In 1861 when Denver was but a small 
hamlet on the plains, the mining excite- 
ment had browynt to that region men of 
every nationality and occupation. The 
question of secession was then uppermost 
in the minds of all the people of the coun- 
try and the pepuration of Denver was pret- 
ty avery divided. However, the Unionists 
gained the upper hand by enlisting several 
companies of militia and those. who refused 
to take the oath of allegiance to the United 
States were thrown into jail. 

Among them were James and John Rey- 
nolds, who, although not of the criminal 
class, were but little better. 
their escape from il with 
man nam ac obin 
guard at that institution an 
party of suspects known as the 
party went uth and joined the 
army. In 1 James Reynolds was at the 
head of a 5 | 
northern Texas and with 
brother and Jack Rob They con- 
ceived the idea of overrunning southern 
Colorado’/as Quantrell had done in Kansaz, 
and perhaps burning and sacking the city 
of Denver. 

In April, 18644, the two Reynolds with 22 
men pushed forward for the der of 
Colorado. It was thought that enough reb- 
el sympathizers could icked up by the 
way to increase the party. James Rey- 
nolds succeeded in obtaining a pass for him- 
self and party through the rebel fines, and 
the march across the plains was taken 
up towards the Spanish peaks. They man- 
aged to subsist by killing their pack ani- 
mals and finally struck the Santa Fe trali. 
The party defeated a band of hostile In- 
dians without loss and a little further on, 
meeting a wagon train which was _ too 
strong to be successfully attacked, some 

rovisions were secured in exchange for @ 


orse. Further on the party made their 
first strike by ate a Mexican train, 
from which they securéd'$40,000 in currency, 
$600 in drafts and $2000 in coin. 


Bandits Fell Out 
Among Themselves. 

A quarrel arose over the division of the 
money and 14 of the party went back to 

exas. The party then consisted of James 
Soeaniia, John Reyolds, Jack Robinson, 
Tom Knight, Owen Singletary, Jonn Bab- 
bitt, Jake Stowe, John Andrews and Tom 
Halliman. They decided to go to Puebio 
and on up the Arkansas river and plunder 
the rich piacer mining districts of the South 
Park. A large part of the heavy piunder, 
such as extra guns, ammunition and sever- 
al hundred dollars of silver coin, was buried 
and the party went up the Arkansas river 
to the place where Canyon City now stands. 
There they rested for a few days, anu it 
was thought best to push on to California 
Guich, which is now the city of Leadvilie. 

The band entered South Park below Fair- 
play and stopped all night at a piace cailed 
Gulreaud’s ranch. It was iearned that tne 
mail coach would stop at a piace cailed Mc- 
Laughlin's ranch, about ten miles down 
Platte canon, and the party decided to coim- 
mence operations by robbing the mail 
cOach. ‘ihe gang started for McLaugi- 
lin’s ranch ana on the way met McLaugh- 
lin and Maj. Demere, who were taken pris- 
oners. Reyonids compelied McLaughiin to 
trade horses with him and the entire party 
took dinner at the ranch, 

The stage arrived iate in the afternoon, 
and as it stopped Reynolds commanded the 
driver, Abe Williamson, and Billy McClel- 
land, the superintendent, to thiow up tncir 
hands. They were disarmed by members 
of the gang, and aithough they swore tnat 
they possessed no money the pay obtained 
from Wliiiamson the sum of 16 cents and 
from McCleiian $400 and a valuable gold 
watch.

When the desperadoes left McClellan an- 
nounced that he intended to warn all the 
mining camps of the proximity of the gang. 
He rode through the camps of Hamilton, 
Tarryall and Fairplay and runners were 
sent to California Guich and other camps. 
The miners and ranchmen at once planned 
to capture the party if possible, and armed 
bodies started out on their trail. Colonel 
Chivington sent troops from Denver to 
guard the coaches and Captain D. J. Cook, 
chief of the government detectives of Colo- 
rado, went with them.

Too Hot for Them 

At the Michigan house, in Platte canyon, 
the gang reileved the men at tne station of 
their valuables and from there on they 
robbed everyone they met. At Georgia 
Guich the desperadoes learned that 
the settlers were on their tral! 
they branched off up Deer creex. 
They had just left the road when 
a posse of twenty-two mounted men 
passed them, Shurtiy after anoiner paciy 
of eightven men were seen and Captain 
Reynolds decided to fight. The men were 
strung out in single tile, but the party 
turned back before they got within gunshot 
of the guerrillas. From the side of the 
mountain Reynolds saw scouting rties 
in every direction ahd, realizing that he 
and his men were likely to be captured, it 
was thought best to separate. 

Ig was decided to divide and bury the 
treasure and accordingly Reynolds, with 
his brother John, carried it with them to 
a place near the head of Elk creek, where 
a prospecting hole was found. From the 
saddie-bags $40,000 in currency and three 
cans of golddust, about $63,000, was taken. 
Most of the currency was wrapped in a 
piece of silk ollcloth and with two of the 
cans was buried in the hole. Taking one 
can of golddust and some currency to be 
divided among the gang, Captain Reynolds 
and his brother went back to camp. It Was 
thought safe to move down to a grove of 
trees. on Geneva gulch and there a bamp 
was made.

After 
the above recital Reynolds died and his 
partner buried him in the dug-out. 

Brown went on to Denver and the next 
spring met J. N. Cochran, who had be- 
friended John Andrews. Brown took Cocnh- 
ran into his confidence, and as he was 
thoroughly familiar with the region where 
the treasure was buried, the two decided 
to fit out an outfit to search for the treas- 
ure. The pair followed the directions given 
by Reynolds minutely, but found that a 
terrible, forest fire had swept over the re- 
gion and obliterated every Jandmark by 
which the treasure could be located. An 
old white hat was found near where th: 
battle had taken place and also a skeleton 
of a man, supposed to have been Single- 
tary, as it was minus a head. They fafled 
to find the treasure cave. although they 
searched all over the region. Two other 
expeditions failed and the search was 


abandoned. 

Brown loafed about Denver until his 
money was gone. He was later sent to the 
penitentiary for stealing mules, but es- 
cape, and was killed in a drurken row in 
Laramie City. The map fell into the pos- 
session of Gen. D. J. Cook, who still] has 
it. There is no question of the existence 
of the treasure, and it will probably be 
unearthed some day by someone Who has 
not thought of its existence.

It was at first distinctly stated that the 
four duchesses who are the bearers uf the 
panoply were to be train bdeurers. (Queen 
Alexandra has only four maids of houor. 
They are the Vivian twins, two very beau- 
Liful girls who look far more like the Quecn 
than any of her own children have had the

ERUPTION DESTROYING THE 
LOATHSOME FER-DE-LANCE. 


SERPENT FAST DISAPPEARING 


The Most Deadly Reptile Known and 
How It Came to Be So Thick in 
the Island of Martinique. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
FORT DB FRANCE, June 15.—Mont Pe- 
lee’s death dealing clouds were not without 
a patch, at least, of silver lining. The in- 
habitants of Martinique in time to come 
will date from the earthquake year tne 
disappearance of the loathsome fer-de- 
lance, the most dangerous serpent in the 
world. 
For years this snake has been the per- 
eétual terror of all the inhabitants. It has 
een a constant menace to life In every sec- 
tion of the island, save perhaps iIn the 
very streets of the cities. Many efforts had 
been made to exterminate it. or, at least, 
to drive it out of certain sections. Consid- 
erable sums of money have been expended 
in the work, and various animals have been 
imported to war against it, but In vain. , 
In addition to the actual loss of life from 
the ravages of the fer-de-lance, there has 
been considerable inconvenience in working 
the fields infested by it. The natives have 
over and over again flatly refused to ex- 
ose themselves on certain slopes of the 
sland where the snakes were known to be 
particularly numerous. The disappearance 
of the fer-de-lance is. to be sure, a small 
compensation in view of the frightful devas- 
tation by Mont Pelee. yet it is one which 
is certain to be greatly appreciated when 
the cultivation of Martinique is resumed. 
The fer-de-lance is at once the most 
venomous and the most vindictive snake in 
the world. It is very easily aroused. it is 
practically impossible to elude its attacks, 
and its poison has no known antidote. It 
pears upon all animals alike and is abso- 
utely fearless in its attacks. 


Snakes Brought | 


to Kill Rats. 
The fer-de-lance pest of Martinique was, 
curiously enough, self-inflicted. The snaké 


is not a native of the island. Its presence 
is due to Its having been especially import- 
ed. The native home of the fer-de-lance {s 
in the mountainous regions of Brazil. It is 
found in great numbers in the sugar plan- 
tations, where it thrives and increases with 
astonishing rapidity. 

It has been often observed that when the 
fer-de-lance makes its home ina field of 
Sugarcane the surrounding country is 
quickly vacated by every other kind of 
animal life. Some years ago the sugar 
plantations of Martinique and St. Lucia 
were overrun with rats to such an extent 
that the crops were seriously menaced. As 
a relief from the ravages of these rodents 
it was proposed to import the fer-de-lance, 
which was known to be their deadly enemy, 
and turn the snakes loose in the rat-infest- 
ed districts. 

number of the large planters of the 
islands contributed to the cause. An agent 
was sent to Brazil, where he collectcd a 
number of the living reptiles, and returned 
with them to Martinique. 

It was quickly noticeable that the rat 
pest was subsiding. The sugar crop grew 
undisturbed and flourished. All too soon, 
however, the islanders began to discover 
their awful mistake. Within an incredibly 
short time the snakes had spread to the 
uttermost parts of the islands. Heretofore 
only their good habits had been talked of. 
The population, taught by very bitter ex- 
perience, soon came to realize the other 
side of. their character. 

The average inhabitant of the tropics is 
not readily frightened by snakes. The ab- 
ject terror with which the population soon 
came to regard the fer-de-lance was _ only 
taught after many had paid the deat 

enalty. 

The ettovt made to do away with the 
comparatively harmless rats were soon far 
excelled by the attempts to drive out the 
snakes. Whole fields of sugar were ac- 
tually destroyed in the hope of extinguish- 
ing the invaders, but in vain. Poisons were 
set out temptingly tn wholesale quantities. 
and many snakes were killed, but their 
number. nevertheless, continued to increase 
almost beyond belief. Still another plan was 
to turn hogs loose ingthe infested areas. 
The pig is the only animal which does not 
fear the fer-de-lance. It is protected from 
the most venemous bites by its layers of 
fat. Despite the attacks of the snake it 
calmly tramples its enemy to death and 
then proceeds quietly to eat its remains. 
But the porcine population failed to make 
any serious inroads upon the fer-de-lance. 


The Mongoose to Be 

Pitted Against Snake, 

The most recent and, probably, of all the 
attempt to exterminate the 
fe-de-lance has been the introduction of 
the mongoose into Martinique. The mon- 


goose, a member of the squirrel family, in- 
creases rapidly, and its natural alertness

most costly, 


makes it a Sonerens enemy of the fer-de- 
ae All of this happened several years 
ago And yet, despite all efforts, the fer-de- 
lance has thrived and increased in multi- 
tudes. The inhabitants of the island have 
depaired of ever ridding their lands of the 
fer-de-lancée. The price which Martinique 
has paid for its riddance is frightful, but 
the means, it must be recognized, were 
extremely effective. 

The fer-de-lance is the only snake in the 
world which always takes the initiative in 
a fight with a man and pursues him vin- 
dictively to death. 

It has been found almost impossible to 
escape its haunts. It usually conceals it- 
self under dead leaves or amid the heavy 
oe of parasitic plants. Often it is found 
coiled up in the nest of a bird which it has 
devoured. From such a vantage point it 
will spring, without the slightest warning 
or hiss or rattle, and deal its blow as swift- 
ly and straight as a fencer's thrust. Even 
when moving at racing speed through the 
grass and underbrush its progress is noise- 
less, except for an uncanny, scraping 
sound, which is made by the end of its 
horny spine brushing against some rough 
object. 

The color of the fer-de-lance varies con- 
siderably: Its back is usually a dark olive 
tint. covered with broad cross bands of a 
darker shade of the same color. Theso 
markings of the back vary, but are always 
inconspicuous. The color renders them al- 
most invisible when partly covered with 
foliage. The color of the underbody is usu- 
ally a whitish grav. covered with minute 
dark spots The head, which is very large 
in proportion to the rest of the body, is 
brown. 

The fer-de-lance {is a large snake, general. 
ly measuring from five to six feet in length. 
and frequently growing to a length of seven 
or eight feet. 

Oddly enough, the fer-de-lance invariably 
travel about in pairs. It is believed to be 
the only snake in the world with this 
peculiar social habit. This renders it still 
more dangerous. 

The fer-de-lance were found in largest 
numbers on the very slopes of the moun- 
tains. The result of all the efforts to ex- 
terminate them had only succeeded in driv- 
ing them away from the coast 
centers of population. They were. there- 
fore, exposed to the full fury of Mont Pe- 
lee's wrath. jeneath the heavy layers of 
hot ashes which have everywhere covered 
the islands, the fer-de-lance has been at last 
very effectively destroyed.

According..to the Story the Purpose

NEW ORLEANS, June 14—‘Within a 
week there will be revealed at Washington 
the most sensational ‘transaction that has 
yet come to light in connection with the 
investigation now going on of the expen- 
ditures of money made by Gov. Leonard 
F. Wood during his regime in Cuba,” sald 
Charles M. Dobson, the former staff cor- 
respondent for the Associated Press ai 
Havana, Cuba. 

“It will be disclosed that Gov. Wood paid 
the sum of $25,000 to Maximo Gomez, the 
so called Cuban patriot, and that this sum 
was paid with the sanction of the McKin- 
ley administration at Washington to pre- 
vent any outbreaks of the populace at the 
time of the last national election in the 
United States. 
“I know just 


where the check for this 
sum of money can be found. I know just 
where to lay my hands “4 it. There is no 
secret about the payment of this money 
among the friends of Gen. Wood or those 
on the inside of the secrets of the adminis- 
tration of affairs under the Wood regime. 
President McKinley knew about it. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt knows about it. 

“Gen. Wood did not make the payment 
of his own volition. He was advised to do 
so by the officials at Washington. The pay- 
ment was considered to be a matter of di. 
plomacy, one of those diplomatic expedi- 
ents that the.officials have to resort to at 
times when men In high places have to be 
dealt with on practically their own terms. 
“The argument fgr_ the payment of the 
sum to Gomez was that an outbreak in 
Cuba might lead to seslous complications 
at Washington. Then for some reasons best 
known to the administration it wag desired, 
apparently above everything else, that Pal- 
ma should be made President of Cuba.”’

THREE SONS OF OWNER WORKED 
IN MINE. 


MANY LIVES ENDANGERED 


Towns Where Gaseous- Mines Have 
Been Abandoned and Flooded Fear 
Possible Explosions,

WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 14.—A severe 
explosion of dynamite badly damaged the 
front of Samuel Applegate's residence at 
West Hazleton today. His three sons work 
at the Cranberry colliery of Coxe Bros. & 
Co., and it is suspected that persons who 
opposed their position are guilty of the 


outrage. 

Applegate had heard that 23 houses were 
to be dynamited. 

He was asittting on his side porch when 
the explosion occurred. The porch was 
blown to pieces, shattering the windows 
and damaging the front of the house. Ap- 
plegate’s wife, four children and four visi- 
tcrs were inside at the time. None was 
injured. 

Neighbors saw several men running down 
the street and some shots were fired after 
them, but they were not hit. 

The dynamite had been exploded by a 
fuse which ran into the middle of the 
street, and, being 15 feet long, gave the 
men who lighted it plenty of time to es- 


cape.

His resoiution. pro- 
vides for the annexation of Cuba as a state 
of the Union, with full righ.s, privileges 
and representation. The initiative is to come 
from Cuba. None of Senator Elkin'g asso- 
clates knew that he contemplated the in- 
troduction of an annexation resolution, and 
tt is doubtful whether his action will meet 
the full approval of the other beet sugar 
senators. Bouse of them think Mr. Elkins’ 
action was a blunder. 

Senator Elkins said the resolution intro- 
duced is a copy, with a few alterations, of 
that which Congress adopted when Texas 
was admitted as a state. He declared it 
to be his own idea, He said he had con- 
sulted nobody, either in regard to its prep- 
aration or introduction. 

He does not propose that the beet sugar 
Senators shall be given the ‘‘water cure” 
because of his individuaul] action. He as- 
sumes full responsibility for the step taken. 
“We are going to spend $30,000,000 on 
Cuba in the next five years, if the pro- 
posed reciprocity reduction becomes oper- 
ative,’’ said Senator Elkirs. “If we are 
going to have all our trade traditions up- 
set and a false system of reciproci:y 
thrust upon us, we had better have an- 
nexation at once and be done with It. 
“There ig no difference between myself 
and the President on the question of re- 
lief for Cuba. The question is how to 
do it."

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ORLD'S: GREAT MOUNTAINS 
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The Island of Hawali ts the largest of the Sand- 
which group, which have been given the genera! 
title of the Hawatian Is'ands. Its mountains are 
all volcanoes. 

They are a class by themerelves. They are not 
only the taliest, but the biggest and strangest in 
the whole world. Considering that they reach from 
the bottom of the Pacific Orean (18,000 feet deep 
there) to over 16,000 feet above seg level, they 
feally stand 38,000 feet from their suboceanic base 
to their peaks. The active creaters on the is'ands 
@umber 3800, but the dead craters, the ancient 
ebimneys of subterranean lava beds, are numbered 
by the thousands. The islands are of lavic forma- 
tion. Evidence of extinct valcanoes are so com- 
mon that one seldom notices them after a few 
weeks' tesidence on the islands. 

Mauna Loa, now in eruption, tls the largest vol- 
cano in the world, It is almost in the center of 
Hawaii. Mauna Loa means ‘‘th great mountain.” 
It rises by long and very gentile slopes to a height 
of about 14,000 feet. The crater ©n Mauna Loa is 
three miles ip diameter. When Mauna Loa is in 
violent eruption a fountain of mo'ten lava spouts 
every minute over 250 feet fin the afr, bursting 
into 10.000 brilliantly colored balls ifke a mon- 
strom: roman candle pyrotechnic. Then there is 
Kilanes—a shorter and flatter volcanic movunta!n, 
16 miles distant. It has the greatest crater known. 
one nine miles across. In it fs @ little !ake of 
moolten lava 2il. the time. At times the lava is 
over 100 feet deep, and at other times it is over 
200 feet deep, according to the preeure on it in 
the bowels of the earth. Signs of volcanic ac- 
tivity are present all the time throughout the 
depth of the molten mass tn the form of steam. 
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Loa end Kilauea. Hotele have been built on the 
mountain sides for the accommodation of sight 
scers, and there are scores of guides about the 
craters. 

When Mauna Loa becomes fairly active there is 
ifttle rest for the people of the island. The sight 
at night is one of the most magnificent specta 
cles that can be conceived, as the great mountain 
he’ches forth colamns of flame and smoke, while 
streams of red-hot lava flow down the sides. The 
lava streams sometimes pour down one side of 
the mountain and sometimes another. In 1843 « 
great lava river flowed far to the northeast and 
divided into two streams at the base of Mauna 
Kea, which they partly surrounded. 

In 1880 another stream, escaping from the same 
part of the big crater, spread its burning flood for 
six days in the same direction unti] it had de- 
posited on the surface of the island 700,000,000 
cubic meters of material. In 1852 a stream flowed 
down the eastern flank of the mountain to the 
cultivated coast regions and destroyed a number 
of rviilages. 

The great craters of the summit, however, are 
not the sources of the largest volumes of lava that 
are carried seaward. Most of the lava comes from 
orifices that are far below the great dome of the 
vo’cano. It was thus that in 1855 a flood of lava, 
pouring out of an orifice that opened on the north- 
east side of the mountain swept toward the sea 
unti] it reached the outskirts of Hilo, stopping 
at a time when al] the peopje in that little town 
believed that their homes were doomed. This 
lava stream covered 200 square miles of territory. 
It bed an average depth of 100 feet, and its 
volume would mearly have built Vesuvius. Three 
years later a great orifice opened six mies to the 
north of the big craters of the summit, and th 
etréam that pquted out of it flowed to the sea

This judge, the willing ingtrument of the 
landlord party, will issue the injunction 
aemand. 

“Then, when any enjoined Irish member 
makes a speech, he will have the member 
wy for contempt of court, pyt him tin jail 
without trial for an indefinite period and 
without appeal. 

He will a.so, under the law of contempt?

PROMINENT LAWYER ENDS LIFE

THEIR STATEMENTS ARE MUCH 
AT VARIANCE. 


Prof. Fahrig Declares There Is Gold in 
Paying Quantities and Prof. Ha- 
worth Declares That Fahrig Is 
Much Mistaken. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SMOKY HILL CITY, Kan., June 14.—This 
néw town is in the heart of the Kansas gold 
field, so-called. It is a beautiful town site, 
but there isn’t much of a town. Col. E. J. 
Smith keeps the general store, the hotel 
and the postoffice, all in one house,’ and 
there are a dozen or more shacks occupied 
by prospectors. Two miles away is the 
mill owned by a company which uses what 
is known as the Gage process for the ex- 


traction of gold from the shale found in 
abundance in the region surrounding Smoky 
City. Two miles away in another di- 
réction is the site of the mill now building 
by the company which uses the Fahrig pro- 
cess. A score of companies are selling 8(0ck 
in shale ‘‘mines.”’ but the only companies 
which are doing anything toward the de- 
velopment of the “find” are those which 
have the processes mentioned. 
This re hon is known as the Trego-Eliis 
country, because it extends over a large 
ion of Trego and Eliis counties. There 
Sicewerss. no excitement here, as the res- 
idents of the country do not believe there 
ig any gold in the shale. The excitement is 
at Topeka, where most of the shale enthu- 
siasts live, and at Lawrence, where the 
state university is loca@d. In Topeka the 
‘“ghalionaires,’ as they are called, lieve 
they have struck it rich, while at Law- 
rence the university professors do not hes- 
{tate to pronounce the gold discovery a 
humbug. 


Fahrig Paid to | , 
Make Tests. 

Three months ago H. P. Dillon, presi- 
dent of the Shawnee Fire Insurance Co. of 
Topeka; W. J. Black, general passenger 
agent of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Railroad Co.: F. W. Freeman, cashier of 
the Merchants’ National Bank of Topeka;

Erasmus Haworth, professor of physical 
gecology and minerology of the State Uni- 
versity, whose reputation as a scientist, 
in Kansas at any rate. has been second 
to none, attacks both the Gage and Fahrig 
processes. \He says the Gage process is 
simply the cyan'de process ‘‘with a few frills 
to fool the laymen.’ He doesn't pretend 
to say what the Fahrig process is, and as 
both are supposed to be secret, outsiders 
have as yet been unable to learn anything 
definite about it.

Eugene Field was not only not born in 
the house numbered 634 South Broadway, 
Mark Twain recently unveiled a 
memorial tablet in the poet’s honor in the 
presence of the Count and Countess 
Rochambeau, but, according to two well- 
known St Louisans, neither he nor his 
parents ever lived in the house. 

The two 8t. Louisans who make the 
statement are Juiius S. Walsh, president 
of the Mississippi Valley Trust C0. and tne 
Terminal Rai.road Assocmat.on and May). 
Ben Von Phul, a real estate dealer. 

Mr Walsh's father, 
ward Walsh. bullt the row 
which the one now numbered 
Broadway stands and resided (there for sevVv- 
eral years in the house at the south end 
of the row—the northeast corner of broaa- 
way and Cerre street. 

There are six houses in the row. Mr. 
Von Phui's father lived in the third house. 
The one bearing the tabiet is the second 
from Cerre street—just between the houses 
in which the Walshes and the Von Phuls 

Mr. Von Phul declares that a man named 
lived in the house numbered ' 
when Judge Roswell M. Field moved from 
Collins street and that afterward C. C. 
lived there. Waish indors-s the 
and adds that a man named 
‘Harry I. Bodley also occupied the house for 
a while 

Mr. Von Phul is particularly positive 
about the maéter, because, he ss. 
into which Roswell M. Field, Sr., 
and the infants moved was the fourth house 
north of Cerre street, adjoining the Von 
;Phul heme.

Picks No. 630. 


Mr. Von Phul visited the once fashion- 
able row of houses Friday, and, after view- 
ing the tablet on No. 634, walked up in 
front of the house now numbered 630 and 
Said: 

‘That's where the Fields lived. I remem- 
ber it distinctiy. Il can almost see Mr. and 
Mrs. Field sitting out here now, as they 
aid when I was a boy. -Every evening they 
would sit out on the sidewalk and ‘Gene 
would play near them.’’ 

The city directory for 1854 bears out Mr. 
Von Phul's statement concerning the reia- 
tive location of the families in the “‘row’”’ 
half a century ago. 

it gives the residence of E. Walsh as the 
northeast corner of Broadway and Cerre 
street and the residence of John Triplett 
as “Broadway, two doors north of Cerre 
Stree*,”’ 

Thut » eans that Mr. Triplett then resided 
in the :cuse on which the tablet was ic- 
ce 1.5 placed. 

While Mr. Walsh is positivé that Messrs. 
Triplett; Carroll and Bodley lived in the 
house adjoining the one wherein he dwelt 
in his boyhood, and that Kugene Field and 
Roswell M. Field and their parents never 
lived there, he is not positive as to the ex- 
act house in which the Fields lived.’"’ 

“It was either the fourth or the fifth 
house in the row, countin north from 
Cerre street,’’ said Mr. Walsh to the Post- 
Dispatch. ‘‘Nerre Valle lived in one and 
Mr. Fie!d lived in the other. Whether Fieid 
lived in the fourth or the fifth I am not 
certain. I remember, though, that old Gov. 
Gamble lived in the sixth and last huose 
in the row and that the Von Phuls lived in 
the third house.”’ 

The city directory for 18% fails to dis- 
close the exact location of the Field home. 
It gives the residence as “east side of 
Broadway, between Cerre and Poplar 
streets.’’ 

Mr. Von Phul says there is no uncertainty 
in his mind, however, as to to the place. 

“It was the fourth house In the row—no 
other. I lived right next door and I know,’ 
he declares. ‘*’Gene Field never lived in tne 
second house in the row—the house with the 
tablet on it. 

"Tl remember this row of houses particu- 
larly,’ Mr. Von Phul continued, “because 
it was built in 1849—the year of the cholera 
and also the year of the big fire in &t. 
Louis. 

“I remember Judge Field as well, al- 
most, as any member of my own family. On 
summer afternoons he and my afents 
would sit out on the sidewalks in front of 
their houses regularly. I was a boy then, 
and the recollection is so vividly impressed 
upon my mind that I know I can not pos- 
sibly be mistaken about it.”

Otherwise There Is None, 
Says Mr. Kennard. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 14—At the 
meeting of the State Board of Equalization 
today arguments were made by 8. M. 
Kennard, vice-president of the St. Louis 
& Suburban Railway Co., and Thomas M. 
Jenkins, general manager. 

Mr. Kennard insisted that franchise val- 
ue could not be ascribed to a corporation 
property which did not pay a dividend on 
its stock. This seemed to be his whole 
thought. 

He recited the mutations of fortune 
through which the Suburban property had 
passed since the days of the cable to Grand 
avenue and the narrow gauge steam rall- 
way west. The cbligations of the various 
companies had been assumed in turn by each 
and all and they are all represented in the 
obligations of the present company. 

Mr. Kennard claimed for the Suburban 
the title of advarce agent of rapid tranaitt 
in St. Louis, and told a tale of wvue of each 
plant that had teen introduced, used for 
a brief time and then abandoned as obseo- 
lete. The cost of all these is represented 
in the obligations of the Suburban, and 
while they pay interest do not In any sense 
indicate the existence of a franchise value. 

Another burden of this company is the 
existence of the county lines, not any of 
which are remunerative. There are 
miles in the county ard 42 in the city. 

In short, the road has little or no fran- 
chise value, “‘but,’’ said Mr. Kennard, “we 
confidently expect to make it a very val- 
uable property.”

NEW YORK, June 5.

T took New York 50 years to work it- 

] self up to the point of providing free 
public baths. But once the first stp 

was taken others followed quickly. 

may be the case in St. Louis. 

The first New York free bath was locat- 
ed at the Battery. It is there yet. Sea 
water passes betwéen the two pontoons 
on which it floats, and over a floor that 
slopes giving varying depths. There are 
gsiats at the ends to keep the bathers 
from going out to sea. It has two stories 
and the dressing rooms are in two tiers, 
one above the other on either side of the 
pool. A rail guards against a spill from 
the galleries. There is a shower bath, 
And suits and towels may be had for a 
nickel. Two days in the week are _ set 
aside for ladies and children. 

All the floating baths anchored at piers 
in Bast and North rivers are built on the 
plan of the Battery bath. In winter they 
are towed from their summer anchorages 
to South Brooklyn, where in the bay tney 
are protected from ice and storm. 

There are 15 flvuating baths and one all 
year round permanent bath. 

March 2 the Association for the Improve- 
ment of the

the city. The association established the 
Peoples Bath at Center and Market 
Piace.

Bells were not so unhandy as one might 
think. When we wanted to get into the 
bowels of a boat we cut a hole in the deck 
big enough to let the bell settle through 
and there we were. In the bell we wore 
rubber boots that buttoned under the arms. 
They probably suggested the diving suit. 
Bells ‘had to be lowered by the use of 
cranes or sheers. 


A bell would not drift with a current, but 
we have put 90 pounds into a lead™belt for 
the diving suit and, with headpiece and 
shoulder piece and lead-soled shoes, they 
weigh over 200 pounds. So get a man who 
weighs 140 pounds or more in one and you 
have a rather heavy object. I can work in 
any kind of a current in a suit. The bells 
were used to do the work on the caissons 
of the Eads bridge. Bells were fine things 
in which to do digging for under-water 
foundations. They were as dry as a house 
above the hole where the signal cord came 
through. 

I am a native of Quebec, a Frencn 
Canadian. My family were ship carpen- 
ters, and I was a ship carpenter. I worked 
on the ways at Carondelet after they were 
moved from the foot of Florida street. The 
knowledge I got ship carpentry comes 
in handy in wrecking.

This safe had a thousand dollars in it. 
Four steamers laid up for the winter in 
the slough, when none caught fire. All 
burned and sank. 

The deepest point in the Mississippi 
around here is the hole opposite Pittsburg 
dike, where the coal dumps went off. I 
was down there getting the dumos. The 
eddy has washed the bottom. It js 80 feet 
deep. That's about as deep water as a 
man can work in and breathe. At a Pun- 
dred feet the pressure is 45 pounds to the 
square inch. One ecsn hardly work In 
or 100 feet. It takes pienty of air to keep 
off the water pressure, though the railo 
of increase in pressure grows as one goes 
down. I read in the story papers 
divers going down 30 and 400 feet off New 
York. I never saw a diver go down that 
depth. A man has to have good lungs to 
work in 75 feet of water. 

Seca diving is much easier than river 
diving.

HE Society forPsychical Research is 
just now investigating a case of 
spirit photography, the importance 

of which seems to be considerably enhanced 
by its involving a well-authenticated coin- 
cidence,"’ said a pfominent member of that 
famous association of scientific ghost hunt- 
ers a duy or two ago. 

“Miss Sybell Corbet, while staying with 
her sister at one of England's most historic 
thanor houses, took a photograph of the in- 
terior of the library. The-lense of her cam- 
«ra was left uncovered for an hour. No one 
Was present with Miss Corbet when the phvo- 
tograph was taken. but when she developed 
the negative the semi-transparent head and 
body of an elderly gentleman appeared 
seated in a high-backed oak chair, his right 
arm resting on the arm of the chair; his 
other arm and legs were invisible. The fig- 
ufe could be seen only to the waist, and 
although the face was rather indistinct, it 
appeared to have a short beard, When tie 
picture was-shown to one of the nearest 
relatives of Lord D., the late owner of the 
mansion. she thought it exactly like him. 
Strangely enough it turned out that Lord 
D., who previously leased the mansion to 
Miss Corbet's sister, had, unknown to them, 
died a few days before in London, and was 
being buried during the very hours when 
the picture was b@ing exposed. 


“Miss Corbet is sure that her plate—one 
of a parcel of new ones—had not been ex- 
posed before. The only men in the house at 
the time were her youngest brother, a but- 
ler and two footmen, all of whom were 
young and beardless. Fortunately, she pre- 
served her photographic notebook bearing 
record of the day and hour when the ex- 
posure was made, and this tallies exactly 
with Lord D.’s funeral notice. Miss Corbet 
is absolutely certain that the room was va- 
cant when she uncapped her lens. The but- 
ler declares that no one entered while the 
exposure was being made. With regard to 
the possibility that one of the footmen 
might have been taken, either accidentally 
or as a practical joke, the photographer! 
points out that the dress of the figure is 
that of a gentleman, whereas her sister's 
footmen always wore livery. Her brother 
solemnly deciared that he did not enter the 
room. 

“The old manor In which the ‘ghost pho- 
tograph’ was taken occupies the site of 
what was for centuries an abby. The li- 
brary, where the ‘ghost’ appeared, was part 
of the abbey’s refectory, and is said to be) 
the only portion of the old building left. 
Some opine that this fact would make tho 
mansion a likely place for a ‘spiritual man- 
ifestation’ to occur, Furthermore, the fact

Since the above interview the writer has 
been busy with his camera, producing .bo- 
gus “ghost pictures’ of all sorts and de- 
scriptions. Having learned how simple a 
matter it is to produce weird effects, suf- 
ficient to deceive the uninitiated, he is not 
surprised that this application of the cam- 
era has already been taken up as a handi- 
eraft and source of revenue. Perhaps some 
ghostly intruders upon sensitive films and 
plutes have been bo®a fide, but that does 
not alter the fact that these phenomena 
can be imitated by an unscrupuious hand 

By aid of a few confederates, effects 
more sensational than the spook picture of 
‘‘Lord D,’’ can be made by the merest ama- 
teur and with the crudest apparatus. 

A startling effect can be obtained by pos- 
ing «wo confederates, one in ordinary ap- 
parel, the other wrapped in qa sheet. The 
two are posed before a bhackeround vartie- 
gated in detail, the one in everyday dress 
assuming perhaps an attitude of wzrief, as 
if heart broken by the intelligence of death. 
the shected figure standing by as if end-av- 
oring to make its presence known. Half 
of the proper time is first given the two fig- 
ures, standing together. The shutter of 
the camera then being closed for a second, 
the sheeted figure is instructed to swiftly 
depart, without disturbing any object with- 
in the field of the lens. At the same time 
the subject posed to represent an individual 
of the flesh is teld to remain still, holding 
the original position throughout the pause. 
The ghost figure having darted entirely 
from the eld, the shutter is again opened 
and the remaining sitter is given the same 
time of exposure as allowed for the two. 
previously. Thus is obtained a single im- 
age of the subject who sat throughout and 
a composite picture of the ghost rnd the 
objects immediately behind it. This com- 
posite image, upon development of the 
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plate or film, gives the sheeted figure a 
filsmy semi-transparent appearance and the 
back-grourd faintly shows through the 
folds of the sheet. 

Equally startling pictures may be obtain- 
ed by posing the sheeted figure, singly, be- 
fore a piano or table and by making an- 
other double exposure in which the back- 
ground receives twice the time allowed for

One morning, hearirg @ commotion on 
deck, I hurried up the companionway and 
found all gazing at a large iceberg. From 
that time familiar sights passed from me 
and I looked & world unknown. 
We were heading for Baffin's Land to leave 
Jensen, who had a whaling station there, 
and a party of students who intended to re- 
main for hunting and fishirg. Baffin's 
Land! Night¢are of loneliness! Acme of 
Desolation! Parrenness! Dreariness! Rock- 
iness! 

When the ship anchored, Mr. Jensen was 


disappointed to find none of the natives on 
shore to welcome him. Soon, howevcr., after 
firing several guns to call them if near, he 
was rejoiced to see a gail appear upon the 
horizon. It belonged to a boat containing 
one man, three womén, five childrs, sev- 
eral dogs and puppies, and a nu.aber of 
highly perfumed skins. These were the 
first Eskimo I had ever seen. 

These Eskimos were queer looking fig- 
ures with their combination of English 
and Eskimo dress. The women had upper 
garments of fur, one wearing a red skirt, 
the other a light blue. One was the proud 
mother of a cunning little baby, appar- 
ently about two months old. This little 
thing, when tuken out of the hvod on 
the mother’s back, in which it was car- 
ried, was seen to be clad only in a hood 
and short coat of fur, leaving the lower 
limbs absolutely bare. This was all right 
as long as it\ was in the hood nestling 
against the mother’s warm body, but when 
tuken out to be fed, it had rather cclid 
comfort, "The mother was. as delighted 
with the notice taken of her little one as 
any English mother could be. 

\Ve steamed into the picturesque harbor 
of Godhaven on the morning of August 7. 
Already @ur ship had been boarded by a 
swarm of natives with a miscellancous as- 
surtment of things to ‘“trucky.’’ Through 
intermarriage with the Danes, these bs- 
kimos have lost many of the characteris- 
tics of their race, such as the broad, flat 
noses, swarthy skins, black hair and stunt- 
ed forms. Mary are fair. and seme of the 
women are even comely. 

After a sight of Baffin's Land, Godhaven 

seemed a paradise with its fifteen or six- 
teen comfortable frame huts, covered with 
turf. which was sprinkled with tiny white 
flowers.. At the water's edge, a greup of 
women, making a brilliant and strange pic- 
ture with their red, blue or yellow boots, 
ornamented fur trousers, calico jackets of 
brightest hues, and many-colored bead col- 
lars, awaited us. 
In a short time we said farewell to our 
shipmateés who had proved such pleasant 
company, and saw the ‘“Hope”’ pass from 
our sight around the distant cape. We 
then turned our minds to the task of house- 
settling in the little cottage that was to 
be our home for a month. This cottage 
was more commodious than those of the 
natives, boasting three rooms instead of 
one, though the exterior was covered with 
turf like all the others. 

The large front room had two goodsized 
windows, facing the south and west. ‘The 
walls were painted light blue, the ceiling 
pale yellow, and it was altogether a very 
pleasant living room, The other rooms were 
smaller, but comfortable; one we used as 
a kitchen, the 6ther as a storeroom for our 
provisions. 

The little furniture we had was lent us 
by the governor, Carl Harries, a young 
Dane, who with Inspector Anderson and 
the assistant governor and his wife, all did 
their best to make our stay pleasant. They 
were Danes, but could speak English to 
some extent. 

I had been in my new home but a short 
time, when I was unceremoniously driven 
out by the vast clouds of smoke that came 
from our. kitchen stove when Mr. Ive 
started the fire. Two of the natives were 
soon at wo.k cleaning out the chinQ§iey and 
1 re-entered and prepared our first meal, 
the principal item of which was some fine 
fish, just out of the water. These were ob- 
tained from the natives, as were all our 
fish and birds while there, in exchange for 
a tew ship's biscuits brought with us {ur 
trading. 

When we went for a walk, everything 
that met my eye was new and unfamiliar.

Soon, however. he proved himself so va'u- 
able to us that my dislike for him wore 
off. He undératood a few Ene'iish words, 
and used them on evorv If he 
wished to get us fresh water he would 
ask. “Me ketch wm wrartar?”’ to chon kird.- 
ling, “Me ketch um wood’ or to bui'td 
the fire, ‘“‘Me ketch um Everv- 
thing was ‘“‘ketch um” 
at night to dream of 
vainly the things he 
My little maid was a 
girl of about 10 
hair and and one eve 
wards She did exactly as 
and though manv chances were 
never took a thing which was not 
her. She was called E'izabeth. as all 
Eskimos here have arsumed English names. 
We grew to he very fond of her. 

We often had invitations to “afternoon 
coffee’ from the natives, and although our 
first acceptance given rather douht- 
ful'v, I soon learned to like their bleck 
coffee from Denmark: but as to their man- 
ner of preparing it or the eleanliness of 
their dishes. T just schooled myself to th'nk 
else. In the evenings there 
were dances, and these were erjoved very 

Every one of the people could 

and Daniel and some others did 
well in a dance much like the so 
called ‘“‘buck and wing.”’ The children 
from three years up participated in this, 
and were all more or less proficient in it. 

One of our pleasentest recollections is of 
our trip to Bluefields to obtain specimens 
of the Nordenskiold tron. We went in a 
whaleboat with a crew of six Eskimos and 
camped out at night in our tent to wait for 
the tide to be favorable. On the way the 
crew shot a good many birds, which we 
cooked for supper. The Eskimos felt the 
cold that night, their old skin tunic was 
so th, but Wwe were In a new canvas tent 
with an oj] stove burning. How those pe°- 
ple did admire that of] stove, it was so 
“assuit’’ (quick)—almost as much as the 
women admired a large pink satin muff 
that T wore. 

Another pleasant trip was a climb up the 
mountain to the ice-cap. We started early 
one mornfng, carrying just as little or- 
vision as possible, and wearing our kamiks; 
while I wore for the first and only time a 
bloomer costume, the only comfortable 
dress for such climbing. The mountain was 
2600 feet high, and the ascent most difficult 
on account of the soft moss on its slope 
that gave no footing. At noon we were half 
way up, so we rested and lunched in a lit- 
tle rocky glen by a waterfall. I was pretty 
nearly exhausted then, and, when about 
three-quarters of the way up, declared I 
could not go another step either up or 
down. After resting for a while. though Mr. 
Lee urged me to return, I was bound to 
reach the top, as Mrs. Peary had done sev- 
eral years before, and started on again 
slowly, Mr. Lee carefully picking the way. 
Scon I got my second wind, and easily 
gained the top, and stood on the ice-cap. 
Suddenly, a report like a cannon startled 
us, and we looked just in time to seé a mas- 
sive berg out at sea break apart in the 
middie, tremble and topple aver, a large 
platform of ice rising from under the water 
while the mighty mass above, with a noise 
like that of a giant groaning, slowly sank 
upon its side. 

One day, just as we had finished our 
lunch, a short, dark little Eskimo woman 
appeared at our door and told us she was 
very tired, having come overland from 
Disco Bay, a places about forty mile 
away. We invited her in, and: gave her 
her some hot coffee, cold tongue, cheese 
and biscuit, which she ate with relish.

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She spoke English very well, and tn the 
vourse of conversation, we discovered that 
she was the famous Augustina, who twe.a- 
ty-five years before, with the unfortunate 
party from the wrecked ‘'.’o'aris’’ of Hall's 
expedition, had drifted on the floe ice for 
a whole winter. She was the mother of the 
child born on that drifting ice, who is now 
living on Disce Island,.wnder the name of 
Chttlie Polaris. We were much interested 
in Augustina, and in her actount of her trip 
to the Wnited States, where she had beén 
taken when rescued fromthe ice fioe by an 
unele of our own captain, 

Before we came away We had two snow 
storms, but the flakes melted a* suvun 4s 
they touched the reeks. Alsd..ae nights 
were growing dark, so that we ao ivnger 
had to darken the windows. so that 1 cou.d 
sleep. People at .homé seem to think the 
weather in Greenland just the same all the 
year round, and when they saw a picture 
of me sitting on the rocks and crocheting, 
they couldn't understand-how I[ could do ft. 
I do not Know whether} should enjoy a 
winter there or not, but Httle Marie seem- 
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ed to have weathered it remarkahlv well.
